Quick growing, forming broad, low-branched trees with clean, 
healthy foliage; they produce a marvelous profusion of fra- 
grant flowers just in advance of or with the unfolding leaves 
in colors varying from purest white to deepest rose-crimson.

Strong pot plants of this exceeding rare vine can be of- 
fered in the true variety. A confusion in the use of botanical 
names has led the public and the ordinary nurseryman to be- 
fieve the name of this plant to be Schizophragma hydrangeo- 
ides, actually however, the latter is tender, and not the hardy 
vine which is here offered and so highly prized wherever 
known. In the younger stage of growth the vine is 
slow in becoming established, but usually owing to the error 
in not placing it where it may gain proper opportunity to 
gain a congenial support. Planted at the base of an old fur- 
rowed barked oak or other tree in a good pocket of soil, the 
responsive growth will be far more rapid than ordinarily 
understood. 

The showy, light pea-green, heart-shaped leaves are borne 
amply to form a perfect screen of foliage with branchlets 
hanging gracefully from the mass. The flowers are borne in 
profusion in July, and are particularly attractive in that few 
other climbing vines are in bloom at the period, while the 
individual flowers are small, they are borne in broad, flat 
heads, which are showy and effective at a distance.
